An Editorial———— 
E need to reform our treatment of young Canadians. 
When we arrive at 


a system of fair and equal 
opportunity for all young Canadians on a basis of action 
and construction, we will find that we have reformed 


hinety per cent of our financial troubles 


A man who so conducted his home that his children 
set their hearts on getting out of that home at the earli- 
est possible instant and never coming back to it again, 
would justly be considered a bad citizen. : 


In Canada since 1930 every effort of government has 
been concentrated on giving privileged earning power to 
the dollar without the slightest regard to the providing of 
opportunity for the young. That is where the failure of 
Canadian government policies since 1930 has been inevit- 
able and disastrous. Instead of having over one million 
young Canadians coming up through opportunity into con- 
structive strength as a great utility for national develop- 
ment, we have crowded them into relief camps or left them 
to be a burden on their parents, while we have as a delib- 
erate government policy concentrated the control of finance 
in the hands of a few old men in the financial centres, 
giving them by means of tariff privilege and banking con- 
trol, the right to use national powers for private profit. 


The result has been inevitable. There has been creat- 
ed a public revulsion against greed and special privilege 
which is going to be very difficult to direct back into nor- 
mal channels of thought. 


A nation-wide development of the natural resources 
of the Dominion, so as to provide opportunities for young 
Canadians, and make them sought after in the develop- 
ment program, is the only way to check the drift to Com- 
munism and chaos. 


The only party having action and construction as the 
cornerstone of its program is the Liberal party. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier’s cabinet brought under way a great develop- 
ment policy for all Canada, Financial alliances and special 
privilege intrigues made a combination which stopped the 
Laurier Liberal program by placing the Borden Conserva- 
tive regime in power at Ottawa. The result was the throw- 
ing of Canadian youth into the discard, and the favoring 
of the dollar factor at the expense of the human factor. 


In 1930 the electors believed the definite promises 
made by the Conservative leaders. Not one of those pro- 
mises was carried out; and the position of Canadian youth 
is more desperate today than it has ever been since Con- 
federation. 


Now we have a general election coming, and the re- 
call of the Liberals to power means bringing back the policy 
of preferring life to dollars; of putting action and construc- 
tion on a basis of equal and fair opportunity in the place 
of special privilege conferred upon and restricted to a 
greed-crazed class of dollar worshippers.

ANOTHER WOMAN RUMORED 

It was said that King George 
who happened to be on a hunting 
trip in India, rushed home when 
he learned of the Venizelist revolt 
and that the queen was rushing out 
to meet him. The royal lady, it 
now turns out did nothing of the 
sort But an effort was indeed 
made by General Maximos, chief of 
the Greek royalists to persuade the 
queen to withdraw her action for 
divorce. The general was backed 
by the Queen Dowager Marie of 
Roumania All in vain Queen 
Elizabeth would not hear of a re- 
conciliation. It is said she does not 
think the Hellenic throne a very 
stable seat. It must be added that 
King George made no effort to stop 
his wife from obtaining a divorce.

“The railway problem must be 
solved without recourse to mere 
short-sighted moves to unify or 
amalgamate. There is only one 
sound solution and that is to 
create in Canada sufficient busi- 
ness, which in itself creates tariff 
in goods and passengers, to bring 
the earnings of the railways up 
to the point that they are running 
profitably.

They can neither make it a bumper 
crop nor prevent it outrunning the calculated 
requirements. A thousand acres in one season 
will give back nothing but seed; the next season 
the same thousand acres may fill an elevator to 
the roof 


The planners and controllers and regulators 
should turn their talents to some other use and 
leave the wheat-producing business alone. At 
best there is only one direction in which they 
might determine the wheat supply If they 
could compel or persuade enough farmers to not 
sow any wheat, or to sow little enough, no 
doubt they could bring about a scarcity. And 
they are blocked in that direction by the com- 
mon sense of the farmer, who knows he would 
be the first to suffer if the scarcity came about. 

Since they can’t even shine as famine- 
makers, try as they have been doing in late 
years, the planners should turn their impulse 
to regulate away from the wheat fields toward 
the monetary field; and help work out a system 
of finance under which the farmer will be able 
to live comfortably even when he enriches the 
world with a superabundant supply of wheat

In today’s article, I am going to give you 
ten good rules on eating 
j 


possible, with the smallest number of combina- 


tions of foodstuffs. Variety may be introduced 
at the different meals, however, so as not to 
repeat a certain food unless 


it is especially preferred. 

2. Do not eat unless you 
are hungry for plain, simple 
food. It is always possible to 
develop a false appetite by 
the use of condiments, pickles, 
ete, but this must not be 
mistaken for real hunger. The 
one needing such stimulation 
does not need food. 

3. “Three well - balanced 
meals a day” seems to be the 

best rule to follow, although those inclined to 

be stout should eat only breakfast and the eve- 
ning meal], eliminating lunch entirely, or using 
some one kind of the acid fruits. 

4. Do not make a practice of eating when 
you are tired. Lie down and relax for a half 
hour before meals and you will get more good 
from your food, and suffer less digestive dis- 
turbance. 

5. Do not drink much water during the meal. 
If your saliva does not flow freely it is because 
you are not hungry and should not be eating at 
all. Do your water drinking between meals. 

} 6. If you miss a meal or two you may suffer 
from temporary sluggish elimination and must 
take enemas for a day or two. 

7. Do not use too many concentrated foods 
at one meal. Supply plenty of roughage by 
using the non-starchy vegetables, cooked and 
raw. 

8. Most people can use one or two eggs daily, 
and also one-quarter to a half pound of meat. 
This is not too much protein if enough exercise 
| is taken. 

9. Serve yourself only 
each article of food so 
combinations correct and 
particular food. For a while, cut your quantity 
of food to one-half of that which you have 

| been using. As a rule, people eat at least twice 
| as much as they should; therefore, they live on 
| one-half of what they eat, and the doctor and 
| the undertaker on the other half. No one ever 
starved to death on a small amount of food as 
long as that food was of the proper quality.

During all my experience as a dietitian, I 
have never found it advisable to urge a patient 
to eat more food, as long as it is of the right 
quality. If you are underweight, perhaps you 
are burdening yourself with so much food that 
you cannot digest and assimilate even the 
amount your body really needs 


If your appetite is poor, it is a sure signal 
to quit eating entirely until normal hunger 
returns for simple food 

If you want to bring back that normal

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1862 St. Cath- 
arines mourned the death of one 
of the most famous fugitive 
slaves in American history. In a 
cemetery at St. Catharines there 
is a grave with a tombstone bear- 
ing this inscription: 

In memoriam 
Rey. Anthony Burns, 
the Fugitive Slave of the Boston 
Riots, 1854 
Pastor of Zion Baptist Church 
Born in Virginia, May 31, 1834 
Died in the Triumph of Faith 
at St. Catharines 
July 27th, A.D. 1862. 

Anthony ran away from his 
slavery in Virginia and took 
refuge in Boston. His “owner” 
traced the fugitive to the Massa- 
chusetts city, secured a warrant 
and procured the arrest of his 
“property.” When the case came 
into court an abolitionist lawyer 
took the case. The newspapérs 
took up the matter; two days 
after the arrest a great meeting 
was held in Faneuil Hall, a 
resolution was passed demanding 
that the Fugitive Slave act should 
not be enforced in New England, 
and Wendell Phillips told the 
crowd: “See to it that tomorrow 
in the streets of Boston you ratify 
the verdict of Faneuil Hall that 
Anthony Burns has no master 
but his God.” 

Instantly the people went crazy 
A mob, 2,000 strong. rushed to 
the jail, broke in the doors and 
attempted to rescue Burns. One

man was killed and seven in- 
jured; artillery had to clear the 
streets. But the law was obeyed 
Burns was ordered to be returned 
to his “owner.” As he was taken 
to the ship Boston showed its 
sentiment. Stores and office win- 
dows were draped in black; 
opposite the old State House a 
black coffin was hung from a 
window with an inscription, “The 
Funeral of Liberty.” The stars 
and stripes were reversed as in 
shame, fifty thousand people 
cursed and cried “shame” as the 
black prisoner passed, but there 
was no more rioting. As the rev- 
enue cutter bearing Burns back 
to slavery left the harbor a 
steamer with a party of excur- 
sionists from the south entered, 
the band playing “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” It was a great 
day for slavery! 

But it was a costly victory. 
Burns was soon sold to another 
holder in North Carolina, but in 
a few months was purchased 
with money sent from Boston; in 
1855 he was given a scholarship 
in Oberlin college and in 1860 
was given charge of a colored 
Baptist church at Indianapolis 
from which he had to flee when 
the black law was invoked. And 
so he came to Canada and 
founded Zion church. The St 
Catharines Standard of the day 
paid him a handsome eulogy and 
Whittier wrote “The Rendition” 
which makes Burns an immortal

A Sunday newspaper pointed 
out recently that the standing 
armies of Europe had _ increased 


since the war, from a minimum 
figure of about 3,000,000 ‘on the 
completion of demobilization after 
Versailles) to about 10,000,000 at 
the present time; further, that a 
large proportion of this increase 
has taken place during the last 
twelve months or so. This in- 
formation is used as the text for 
a war-scare campaign. But it 
will serve just as well for abat- 
ing fears of war. 

No one can safely prophesy 
whether war will come early or 
late, or ever, because no one can 
foresee whether or how the spark 
which could ignite the explosive 
gaseous mixture of military pre- 
paredness will be struck if at all 
And it is just here that we come 
upon a curious paradox, name- 
ly, that the more explosive this 
mixture is, the less risk of the 
spark. This will be seen at once 
who realizes that the addition of 
7,000,000 to standing armies repre- 
sents an addition of, 7,000,000 for 
European industries who are not 
earnng wages in those industries, 
and are therefore not a charge up- 
on them. Whatever may be the 
psychological provocation resident 
in the display of seven million 
uniforms, it is more than offset by
